In spite of this 
handica)) Oxford was slowly gaining on Pretension 
when Schilling, who risie the latter, caught hold of 
Miller’s bridle rein. Miller forced him to release 
his h(dd by whacking him over the hand with his 
w hiii. Hy this I inn- Oxford had Ihumi carried to the 
outside rail ami Miller, to ki!ej> from going over th.- 
fence, carrieil PndensiiHi to the inside. Then as 
soon as he got a gisal jmsitioti he sat dowti and 
rode his hor.si- to vicItHT- The crowd at mice gath- 
ered around the stand .veiling foul. 'I’here was loii- 
siilerahle snrpri.si> when .Miller went into tin- stand. 
Me told the stewards ot tlie Inidle rein incident. 
tlKiugh they had seen it all. Scl'.illin.g was calkui 
up’ and virtually admitteil the truth ot the charge. 
The stewards delilierated some time Isdore making 
a decision, while the cries of “foul” atal “it’s .ail 
right” were heard from the iTowd. It all ended in 
Pretension iteing <lis<)ualitied from sis-oml pl.acc. 
while Schilling was suspended for lh(> nusding. 
Many of those in the stand and on the lawn wh > 
had not seen Schilling grab .Miller’s rein could not 
umlerstaml the ruling. llorsmneii at the paddock 
rail saw [dainly what had bapiameil ami were ready 
to lad that Pretension would be disipialitied.

humiliating him. without affidavit, warrant or charge 
of an.v kind, and in a public and notorious way 
witli mucb acclaim arrested and deprived liim of bis 
llbert.v and ixmveyed Iiim tlirough the luiblic streets 
to iiidiei' headquarters and there held liiin in durance 
until he couW furnisli Isuid. Kell.v is one of three 
arrested in the old Mark Simonton building on a 
cliarge of o]>craUng a poolroom, tlie charge later 
Isdiig changed to an unlawful assembly.

Ross, the midget metropolitan jiK-key, lieat the 
hailly ridden Fei-gtison horse with Harney Schreiher’s 
Dewey. The winner was bid up from $,">00 to $800. 
luit retained. The Missouri horseman won a gooil 
bet on his horse and liad an exceptionally go3d day. 

Five favorites were beaten. Every one of tlie 
outsiders, witli the possilde exception of Priiu‘i‘ess 
Tltaiiia, sixired fluke victories. Balmy weather con- 
ditions prevailed. Thirty-one bookmakers, an in- 
crease of tliiw, cut in toda.v.

Most of this was won l>,v the two-year-old Lalla 
Roi>kh. one of the best tillles seen in Ireland in a 
long time, and she also heads the list of winning 
liorsi's. Daly also owns Hackler, the stallion whleli 
lieads the list of winning sires and is tlie father 
of Hackler’s I’ride, which xvoo some liig races In 
England. 

P. O. B. Butler, who has had several victories 
in England, heads the gentleman jockey list with 
thirt.v-one firsts, thirty-two seconds and twenty-five 
thirds. Tliompson heads the list of professional 

riders. On the winning owners’ list are Major 

Eustace Lialer. owner of Siieariuint, winner of this 
year’s Derli.v ahd Parts Grand I’rlx, His figures in 
Ireland were $2.1540, while he was second to Lord 
Derh.v in Euglaii|j. Colonel Hall tValker’s total is 
$2,748 for Ireland and he figures in third place on 
tile English list.

New Orleans, La., X’oveiuber 24. — For the oiiening 
of the winter season of racing, the Crescent Citv

the weatlier been made to order it could not have 
lieen la^tter. The tariff of $1.50 did not appi-ar to 
keep down the attendance. The ticket sellers’ fig- 
ures are not at hand, but the crowd was of 
magnlfii'ent proimrtions. There w’ere twenty-five 
iKXikmakers in line and they had all the busine.ss 
they could handle. The wagers were not large, 
a.s a rule, b'lt they were many. The bookmakers 
cl.itnl to have been hard hit on the day. 

It was strictl.v a Burlew-O’Neill-Hemiessy-NieoI 
Day. 'Phree of tlie races were won by horses ownisl 
hy New'ton I5emiington’s former trainer and ex- 
jiK'key Frankie O’Neill and tliese .same three winners 
were ridden hy jockey James Hennessy. The win- 
ners of the other tliree races were ridden b.v Dave 
Nicol. Tlie latter rider lias ever Ujeu a favorite 
in Xew Orleans and bis following profited hand- 
somely on the d.ay. 

One of tlie three races taken liy the firm of 
Burlew A O’Neill was the Inaugural Handicap, the 
victor being that useful horse Belmere. In thi.s 
race (here was a mishap. .Shortly after the start 
Fronteiiac, ridden by Wisliard, stumbled and fell.
